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A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after 
allowance or after an Office action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 
453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been 
reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114, Applicant's submission filed on 
7/26/02 has been entered.

Claims examined on the merits are 55, 57, 66, 67, 71, 74, IS, jyi-dA., 
83, 84 and 86-112 ,which are all claims in the application. 


The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in 
this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 3 5 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made 
in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 66, 67, 83, 84 and 109-112 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Shen et al (document CIO on PTO-1449 of 
11/4/02) . 

The claims require a conjugate of a nonextracellular matrix protein, 
nonlabeling agent and a polymer wherein the agent is not a substrate for 
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transglutaminase, and the polymer contains at least 3 contiguous lysines 
attached to each other by peptide bonds and is a substrate for 
transglutaminase . 

Shen et al disclose methotrexate (MTX) conjugated to poly (L-lysine) 
and the conjugate complexed with heparin to form a MTX-poly (Lys) -heparin 
conjugate. The poly (L- lysine) inherently contains at least three 
contiguous lysines and is a substrate for transglutaminase. The- heparin 
and methotrexate are inherently not a substrate for transglutaminase and 
are nonextracellular matrix protein, nonlabeling agents. 

Claims 88-90, 94-96, 100, 101 and 103 are free of the prior art but 
are objected to as being dependent on a rejected claim. 

Claims 55, 57, 71, 74, 75, 77-81, 86, 87, 91-93, 97-99, 102 and 104- 
108 are allowable.
